The Triple Alliance--that is a 
subordinate confederation within 
the trades union circle, a kind of 
in impdrio, of rail:

the raising of the blockade of 
Germany, the repeal of conseript- 
fon and ‘the release of the con- 
scientious objectors:—all demands 
which may be made_legitimate- 
ly" under . our Constitution.
